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Didsbury Fair and FCA Rodeo set lo go

Didsburians are starting to 
experience rodeo fever, as the 
chutes are being put together, 
the livestock are being warmed 
up, and the cowboys - and 
cowgirls - are working on their 
techniques so that they can try 
to capture the highest score at 
this weekends FCA Rodeo, 
which will be held for the very 
first time outdoors! 

So, get ready to dust ofTyour 
boots and grab your cowboy 
hat as the Didsbury Agricul¬ 
tural Society has one heck of a 
show in line for spectators, 
with the fun kicking off Friday 
evening and not ending until 
Sunday afternoon. 

Connie Conley, the events 
coordinator, says that every¬ 
one needs to come to the Fair 
and Rodeo, because there is 
something to do for absolutely 
everyone no matter your age. 

The Fair and Rodeo is ex¬ 
pected to attract close to 2,000 
spectators Saturday evening, 
which excites Conley after they 
have worked so hard on prepar¬ 
ing the outdoor site. 

The land for the site was 
purchased in December of 2001, 
after the Didsbury Agricultural 
Society had dreams of always 
having a permanent “outdoors” 
location to host the popular 
event. 

“Mainly, we had to do some¬ 
thing as each and every year it 
keeps growing and growing,” 
Conley said. 

The new grounds are located 
approximately two kilometres 
northwest of Didsbury, on a 
parcel of 75.5 acres of land, with 
perfect scenery for a fair and 
rodeo to take place. 

“These fair grounds take us 
to a whole new level,” Conley 
said. “There are a lot more peo¬ 
ple that will go to an outdoor 
show, then what would go to 
an indoor rodeo.” 

Prior to the rodeo being 
moved outdoors, it has been 
held in the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex. 

By moving everything out to 
the country, it has just allowed 
the Agricultural Society to ex-

pand. 

Aside from offering one of the 
best rodeos around, while the 
parents are being entertained 
by the action the kids will be 
entertained by a number of 
rides, face painting, clowns, 
and all sorts of fun games. 

The Didsbury Agricultural 
Society has worked hard over 
the past few years trying to find 
a suitable location for the fair 
grounds, Conley says. 

The land has been purchased 
by the Agricultural Society, and 
although they have a debenture 
on the land, the actual costs of 


constructing the rodeo 
grounds was fairly reasonable. 

Most of the labour was do¬ 
nated, and just about every¬ 
thing that the Ag Society 
rented or bought was sold to 
them at cost, saving them thou¬ 
sands of dollars, which they are 
very grateful for, Conley says. 

Conley says that she is just 
hoping for this weekends 
events to run as smoothly as 
possible, adding that the Ag 
Society already has some ideas 
in mind. 

The idea which the Ag Soci¬ 
ety is hoping to build into a 


reality in the near future is an 
indoor riding arena, so that 
they can become host to many 
events and the grounds can be 
become the central hub for 
many agriculturally related 
events from 4-H events, to cat¬ 
tle shows, to horse shows. 

“Our goal is to set up the 
grounds so we can accommo¬ 
date a variety of events,” 
Conley said. 

The fun kicks off this Fri¬ 
day evening,. The FCA rodeo 
begins Saturday afternoon at 1 
p.m.

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Waste commission releases CAO of duties

Alberta Municipal Affairs 
are still working closely with 
the Mountain View Waste 
Management Commission 
(MVWMC), still attempting to 
figure out where the manage¬ 
ment errors occurred, which 
now has the Commission 
searching for an extra 
$500,000 to try and stay 
afloat. 

The Commission discov¬ 
ered, nearly two months ago, 
that the Commission’s ex¬ 
penses surpassed their rev¬ 
enues by half-a-million dollars. 
At that point the Commission 
turned to Alberta Municipal 
Affairs and asked them to 
come in and assist them in 
their investigation. 

According to Didsbury 
Town Councillor and Waste 
Commission representative, 
Clem Kuelker, one of the main 
reasons why Municipal Af¬ 
fairs was asked to take part 
in the investigation was to 
ensure the Commission didn’t 
jeopardize losing any grant 
dollars. Aside from funding 
that the Commission received 
on a per capita basis from the 
membering municipalities, 
like Didsbury, they also re¬ 
ceived a number of grants to 
help cover operational ex¬ 
penses and capital expenses. 

The Commission’s chair¬ 
man. Dave Derksen, says that 
no money has been embezzled 
from the Commission, and 
that Municipal Affairs have 
launched a Forensic Investi¬ 
gation, into trying to figure 
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out what went wrong and 
why. 

As part of the forensic in¬ 
vestigation one of Canada’s 
largest chartered accounting 
firms were hired. Grand 
Thornton LLP, to conduct 
their investigation. 

According to Brian 
Austrom, the Commission’s 
Interim CAO, the accounting 
team includes a criminologist 
which will assist the Waste 
Commission to try to figure 
out where the mismanage¬ 
ment error occurred. 

Austrom took over for the 
Commission’s CAO, Larry 
Nault, who was on paid sick 
leave for a number of weeks 
until being let go on July 31, 
which is believed to be in re¬ 
lation to this investigation. 

“He (Larry Nault) has 
been let go with cause, and 
at this time that is all I can 
say,” Austrom said, adding 
that personnel issues cannot 
be spoke about in the public. 

To date, the Commission is 
working with a regular au¬ 
ditor company who are work¬ 
ing on the 2002 audit which 


is expected to be ready within 
the next few weeks, while the 
forensic audit is looking at the 
entire financial operating sys¬ 
tem of the Commission.

“Basically, it will show 
us... how and where things go 
wrong,” Austrom said. 

The Commission will be 
holding off until at least Oc¬ 
tober, when Austrom’s con¬ 
tract expires, to look for a re¬ 
placement CAO. For now, 
Derksen says the Commis-

sion’s main priority is to try 
and determine the problems, 
cut some costs, and ensure 
that the residents garbage 
pick-up stays on target. 

Derksen says that the 
Commission is looking at 
ways to cut costs such as 
cutting travel times, the way 


they perform certain types of 
business, and have since cut 
some services such as card¬ 
board pick-up, and discontin¬ 
ued the pick-up of some recy¬ 
cled goods which weren’t 
showing a profit for the Com¬ 
mission. 

“We have to streamline 
some things,” Derksen said. 

For now, no further details 
can be released, Derksen says, 
adding that the Commission 
members can sort of see the 
light at the end of the tunnel. 

“It sees to be coming to¬ 
gether a bit more,” Derksen 
said. “The confusion is slow¬ 
ing down.” 

The Commission members 
met as a whole on Monday, but 
as of press time no update was 
available.

Houseguest sexually assaults woman 


A 43-year-old man who 
asked a woman to allow him 
to sleep on her couch follow¬ 
ing a night of drinking has 
been convicted of sexually 
assaulting the same woman. 

Gregory Nelles Morrow 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
sexual assault before Judge 
W. Gilbert in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on August 6. 

The accused and the victim 
were among a group of peo¬ 
ple out drinking at a 
Didsbury lounge on January 
11, court heard. After several 
hours at the bar, a number of 
people went back to the vic¬ 
tim’s home and continued to 
party. 

Around 5 a.m. Morrow left 
the house and then returned 


about half an hour later, ask¬ 
ing the woman if he could 
sleep on her couch. Sometime 
later, Morrow made his way 
to her bedroom, climbed in 
and proceeded to fondle her 
under her top and undergar¬ 
ments. 

The woman woke up and 
order the man to leave the 
house, which he did. Morrow 
admitted to police that his 
actions were part of a ‘sexual 
agenda.’ 

“Mr. Morrow was on a mis¬ 
sion that evening. He was 
seeking sexual adventure,” 
Crown prosecutor R. Kelly 
told Judge Gilbert. The ac¬ 
cused readily admitted his 
part in the incident. “I am 
very remorseful for what has 


happened,” said Morrow. 

Morrow mistook the vic¬ 
tim’s friendliness for an invi¬ 
tation for a sexual encounter, 
Morrow’s lawyer told Judge 
Gilbert. “It was a situation 
that he completely misinter¬ 
preted,” the lawyer said. 

Judge Gilbert rejected a 
defence request for Morrow to 
be handed a conditional sen¬ 
tence, instead imposing a one 
year suspended sentence, in¬ 
cluding one year probation. 

If he fails to remain in good 
standing with the court dur¬ 
ing the probation period, he 
can be brought back to court 
for further sentencing. Mor¬ 
row was also ordered to com¬ 
plete 60 hours community 
service.

Trans Canada Highway 


Dear Prime Minister; 

A mangled bike lays in an 
open field, severed in half, 
with garbage and torn lug¬ 
gage strewn about, the victim 
of a collision with a semi 
trailer on one of Canada’s 
most dangerous highways. 
Unfortunately the cyclists 
who were on this bike fared 
no better, and were killed in¬ 
stantly. This scene is reminis¬ 
cent of many others that have 
occurred over the years on the 
Trans Canada highway be¬ 
tween Castle Junction in Al¬ 
berta and the B.C. border. 
Since 1998, twenty-four peo¬ 
ple have died on this highway 
as a result of the failure and 
negligence of the Government 
of Canada to fix it. 

The local R.C.M.P have as¬ 
sured me that had this high¬ 
way been twinned, this acci¬ 
dent, like the countless oth¬ 
ers before it, would not have 
happened. 

For the past ten years, as 
a Member of Parliament, I 
have been calling for the twin¬ 
ning of this highway. 

This is not a partisan is¬ 
sue, nor is it a mere disagree¬ 
ment over the allocation of 
funds; it is in fact a matter of 
life and death. 

The continued shedding of 
hlood and tears for a problem 
that is easily rectified is ri¬ 
diculous and negligent. 

My most recent efforts of 


bringing this matter to the at¬ 
tention of the Cabinet have been 
frustrating to say the least. 

On May 13 th , 2003 I con¬ 
fronted the Minister of Trans¬ 
port with the startling statistics 
on this highway and he at¬ 
tempted to pass the buck to the 
provincial government. After 
conferring with the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Transportation, it 
was confirmed that Minister 
Collenette was in fact wrong. 

When faced with this on May 
28'\ 2003, the Minister of Trans¬ 
port corrected his earlier state¬ 
ment, and referred me to the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage. 
I seriously wonder as to the com¬ 
petence and capability of the 
cabinet to deal with this prob¬ 
lem when one of your Cabinet 
members does not even know if 
the problem is in his jurisdiction 
or not. 

The office of the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage subsequently 
passed my correspondence on to 
the Chief Executive Officer for 
Parks Canada, who informed me 
that while they realize this high¬ 
way is in desperate need of twin¬ 
ning, they do not have the nec¬ 
essary resources needed to com¬ 
plete the project. 

I find the amount of “passing 
the buck” that has occurred to 
be extremely alarming. Here we 
have a clearly identified and eas¬ 
ily rectifiable problem that is cost¬ 
ing Canadian lives, and yet the 
government is more concerned 


with sharing the blame than in 
resolving this issue. I find this 
to be morally reprehensible and 
far below the quality of service 
we expect from our government. 

I am not alone in my call to 
have this dangerous stretch of 
road improved. 

The provincial government. 
Parks Canada officials, the local 
R.C.M.P. detachment, Banff/ 
Lake Louise Health Council, 
Association for Mountain Parks 
Protection and Enjoyment, and 
the Lake Louise Community 
Council among others have all 
recognized the inherent danger 
in this highway, and made sepa¬ 
rate calls for the twinning of this 
highway. 

As Prime Minister you have 
the power to right this horrific 
and tragic wrong before more 
lives are needlessly lost. 

I urge you to make the neces¬ 
sary repairs to this highway part 
of your legacy, rather than leav¬ 
ing office with Canadians suscep¬ 
tible to more tragic and point¬ 
less deaths, and a legacy of trag¬ 
edy on one of Canada’s most 
unsafe highways. 

I look foreword to your re¬ 
sponse, and eagerly await the 
announcement that this project 
will soon commence so that fur¬ 
ther blood is not splattered on 
the hands of the federal govern¬ 
ment.

Suggesstions for County council 


Dear editor. 

The tax increase on 
one 1/4 section of land 
over the last 24 years was 
819°) in dollar value and 
9617f in bushels of barley. 
The increase from 2002 
to 2003 was 12.2CI in 
dollar value, which 
requires an extra 99 
bushels of barley at $2.00 
per bushel to pay it. Input 
cost per acre of barley this 
year is $200.00 to $220.00 
on rented land, and 
$250.00 to $270.00 on 
bank financed land. An 80 
bushel (per acre) barley 
crop sold at $2.00 per 
bushel brings $160.00 
return per acre. That 
amount is $50.00 or 
$100.00 short, over input 
cost, respectively. 

“If the County does not 
want to become a huge 
landowner, due to unpaid 
taxes, we suggest you 
consider the following 
suggestions: 

a. A big tax reduction 
for the year 2003; 

b. That the tax due 
date be moved to Decem¬ 
ber 1 for 2003: 

c. That the late 
payment penalties be not 
more than 6 r/ < per annum 
for farmers; 

d. That farm tax 
calculation be based on 


commodity process and 
farm input cost; 

e. That all farm 
residences be taxed 
equal; 

f. That farmers have 
a chance to pay that 
portion of tax that is due 
to market value increase 
on the three acre 
farmstead site yearly, or 
when site changes 
owner. If they chose the 
latter, there should be a 
percent ceiling on tax, 
and consideration for 
inflation in place. 
Safeguards to avoid tax 
dodges by selling cheap 
to family members 
would have to be put in 
place; 

g. Lobby the 
provincial government 
to remove the school tax 
from farming. Very few 
young people start 
farming, and why should 
farmers pay if it does 
not benefit the farm 
sector.” 

The above paragraph 
is from a letter I gave to 
Councillor Dave 

Derksen, and was read 
at the July 23, 2003 
County Council meeting. 
I thank Council for 
changing the tax due 
date and reducing the 
late payment penalty. 


The big tax reduction for 
farmers needs a little 
more input from the 
farmers. Council decided 
to send a newsletter with 
a survey on the options 
for the administration 
building in mid-August to 
all ratepayers. The 
question is, “New 
building, or renovate old 
building?” My answer on 
this will be to do 
whatever is best, but keep 
total cost below $1.5 
million. Total cost should 
include all moneys that, 
in the last five years, were 
spent on “County 
Building Issues.” 

I urge all ratepayers to 
put a maximum dollar 
figure that Council can 
send on the building on 
their return card. 
Printingyour address and 
signing the card might 
also be beneficial. 

If we give clear 
instructions to Council, 
it could be that some 
money from the $4 
million Building Fund 
will be used for a tax 
reduction. It will also 
make it much easier for 
the Councillors to face the 
public in next fall’s 
election.

DO YOU QUALIFY FOR THE 2003 COUNTY PROPERTY TAX DEFERRAL? 

County Council decided to defer the 2003 deadline for payment of farm property taxes until Deeember 
15, 2003 because of the impact of the Bovine Spongiform Encephalopathy (BSE) crisis on the 
agricultural community. The following information will assist you in determining if you qualify for this 
Property Tax Payment Deferral. 

1. You need your Mountain View County Tax Notice which was mailed to you on June 
27, 2003. 

2. (a) Identify how many tax roll numbers you have. Mountain View County uses a multi-roll 

tax notice; therefore, you could have more than one tax roll number on your Tax 
Notice. The information you need to verify is in the main or centre box of the Tax 
Notice. The roll number is the first number on the left hand side of the property tax 
notice, under the heading “Roll Number”. (This is usually a nine digit number but 
could be less). There is a separate roll number for each property you own. 

2. (b) The property description is in the second column of information from the left and 

describes what property the roll is by the number of acres and legal description. 

Immediately under the property description is an assessment class code description . 

For example, if you have a quarter section with a residence, you would see at least two 
descriptions on that tax roll, one being DEVELOPED FARMLAND and the other 
being FARM RES & SITE VALUE. 

3. Determine if each tax roll is eligible for tax deferral by checking to see of one or more of the 
following assessment classes is in the property description; 

VACANT FARMLAND 
DEVELOPED FARMLAND 
MUNICIPAL AG LEASE 
COUNTY AC» LEASE 
TAX RECOVERY AG 
PROVINCIAL AG LEASE 
FARM RES & SITE VALUE 

If any of the above assessment class code descriptions are included on a particular roll, the due 
date on that roll is deferred to December 15, 2003. 

IT IS IMPORTANT THAT YOU CHECK EACH TAX ROLL NUMBER ON YOUR TAX NOTICE. 

IF YOU HAVE: A TAX ROI L NUMBER WITHOUT ANY OF THE ABOVE CLASS CODE 
DESCRIPTIONS, PAYMENT WILL NOT BE DEFERRED AND WILL BE REQUIRED BY 
SEPTEMBER 15, 2003. 

A common example of a tax roll which would not be deferred would be a small residential, recreational 
or commercial subdivision taken out of an agricultural property. 

Please note that this payment deferral refers to current taxes only, any taxes not paid from prior years 
will be penalized on the dates printed on the tax notice. 

After checking your tax notice, if you are still uncertain whether your properties are eligible for the 
deferral, please contact the County office at 335-3311 or toll free at I -877-264-9754. County staff will 
get busier as the September 15, 2003 deadline approaches, so calling early will achieve faster service.

freshness and flavor. 

“This is really the nicest time 
of year to pick up your fresh 
produce at our market,” admits 
Laura Krebs, who has been 
involved with the Farmer’s 
Market in Didsbury for nearly 
a decade now. 

“It’s all done through the Ag 
Society and all the proceeds 
from table rentals, and so on go 


directly to them.” 

Exhibitors for the Market 
carry a variety of wares ranging 
from baked goods to produce, to 
crafts and services. “We usually 
get a pretty good showing 
during fairtime,” says Krebs, 
“...well worth coming out to 
see.” 

Expected among the long list 
of produce items along include: 
carrots, lettuce, potatoes, beets, 
peaches, apricots and nectarines. 
“All are in season and are being 


picked fresh daily. It’s the 
perfect way for someone that 
doesn’t have a garden of their 
own or who lives in an 
apartment to enjoy fresh 
grown produce.” Anyone 
interested in participating in 
the Farmer’s Markets can call 
Krebs at 335-4252 to reserve 
a table. Regular weekly 
Farmers Markets are held at 
the Curling Rink facility each 
Wednesday from 6:00 p.m. - 
8:00 p.m.

DID YOU KNOW? 

Elephants are the only animals 
that can’t jump. 

Thanks to all the outstanding "Faces ” 
that make Didsbury such a great community! 
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QUESTION: Isn't a mother manipulating her child by 
using rewards and punishment to get him to do what she 
wants? 

DR. DOBSON: No more than a factory supervisor ma¬ 
nipulates his employees by docking their pay if they arrive 
late. No more than a police officer manipulates a speeding 
driver by giving him a traffic ticket. No more than an in¬ 
surance company manipulates that same driver by increas¬ 
ing his premium. No more than the IRS manipulates a tax¬ 
payer who files his return one day late by charging a pen¬ 
alty for his tardiness. The word "manipulation" implies a 
sinister or selfish motive of the one in charge. I don't agree. 

* * * * * * 

QUESTION: When would you not recommend the use 
of rewards? 

DR. DOBSON: Rewards should never be used as a "pay¬ 
off' to a child for not disobeying. That becomes a bribe — a 
substitute for authority. For example, Mom is having trou¬ 
ble controlling her 3-year-old in a supermarket. "Come here, 
Pamela," she says, but the youngster screams "No!" and 
runs the other way. Then in exasperation, Mom offers Pam 
a lollipop if she'll come quickly. Rather than rewarding 
obedience. Mom has actually reinforced the child's defiance. 

Another misuse of rewards is to pay a child for do¬ 
ing the routine jobs that are his responsibility as a mem¬ 
ber of the family. Taking out the trash and making his bed 
might be included in those regular duties. But when he is 
asked to spend half his Saturday cleaning the garage or 
weeding the garden, it seems very appropriate to make it 
worth his time. 

* * * * * * 

QUESTION: I worry about putting undue emphasis on 
materialism with my kids. Do rewards have to be in the 
form of money or toys? 

DR. DOBSON: Certainly not. A word of praise is a great 
enticement to some children. An interesting snack can also 
get their attention, although that has its downside. When 
my daughter was 3 years old, 1 began to teach her some 
early-reading skills, including the alphabet. By planning 
the training sessions to occur after dinner each evening, 
bits of chocolate candy provided the chief source of moti¬ 
vation. (I was less concerned about the effects of excess 
sugar consumption in those days than I am now.) 

Late one afternoon, I was sitting on the floor quiz¬ 
zing her on several new letters when a tremendous crash 
shook the neighborhood. The whole family rushed outside 
to see what had happened. A teenager had overturned his 
car on our quiet residential street. He was not badly hurt, 
but his automobile was a mess. We sprayed the smoldering 
car with water and called the police. It was not until the 
excitement passed that we realized our daughter had not 
followed us out of the house. I returned to the den where I 
found her elbow-deep in the large bag of candy I had left 
behind. She must have put a half-pound of chocolate in 
her mouth, and most of the remainder was distributed 
around her chin, nose and forehead. When she saw me com¬ 
ing, she managed to jam another handful into her chip¬ 
munk cheeks. From this experience, I learned one of the 
limitations of using material, or at least edible, rewards. 

Anything the child wants can be used as reinforce¬ 
ment, from praise to pizza to playtime. 

* * * * * * 

QUESTION: What would you do if you had an elemen¬ 
tary school child in a chaotic classroom with a disorgan¬ 
ized teacher? 

DR. DOBSON: I would do everything I could to get my 
child reassigned to a different classroom. Some very bad 
habits and attitudes can develop in 10 months with an in¬ 
competent teacher. Home schooling or private education 
might also be considered, if resources permit.

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Rocky start to school year 


Dear family and friends. 

We have survived the first 
week of school. Most of the stu¬ 
dents and staff are here and we 
got off to a bit of a rocky start 
but we are moving ahead. Mr. 
R, the high school principal, 
arrived on Monday and by Tues¬ 
day had a schedule ready to go - 
well, almost. He brought it to 
the staff meeting and there was 
a bit of negotiation that went on 
between a few of the teachers 
before the classes were actually 
set. Staff were assigned classes 
or organizations to be the fac¬ 
ulty sponsors for and I will be 
working with the National 
Honor Society (NHS). 

So Wednesday morning ar¬ 
rived and "we were all in our 
places with bright shiny faces," 
at least for the first hour. Dur¬ 
ing the first hour the students 
get their locker assignment and 
the schedules. Then began the 
confusion. Problem number 1: 
Some students didn’t have very 
many classes. One new student 
had only three classes, PE, Eng¬ 
lish and Bible. By 8:30 there was 
a long line outside Mr. P's door 
of students that either needed to 
make changes in their schedule 
or students who had to add 
classes. At 9:00 we had opening 
Chapel so all that had to be put 
on hold. It was a great opening 
chapel. It included a good chal¬ 
lenge about new beginnings 
from the chaplain, as well as in¬ 
troductions of the new students 
and staff. 

Actual classes started in the 
high school at 10:15. Problem 
number 2: More than one class 
scheduled in the same room at 
the same time. I felt sorry for 
the new students especially. 
First they are just trying to find 
the room they need to be in and 
then when they find it it is not 
the right class. We got that one 
straightened out pretty quick. 
Things went pretty well for the 
next couple of periods until Mr. 
P had to teach his classes - three 
periods in a row. Now when the 
problems came up there was no 
one to deal with them. Some of 
us just made "executive deci¬ 
sions" on things and figured we 
could talk to Mr. P later. Prob¬ 
lem number 3: There was a 


study hall scheduled for the 
chaplain's office. There are no 
desks or chairs in the chaplain's 
office other than his own so we 
quickly moved that study hall 
to the library. Problem number 
4 came up the next period when 
the Hausa class was scheduled 
for the chaplain's office as well. 
The teacher wanted to move it 
to her regular classroom but a 
study hall was scheduled there. 
We moved the study hall to the 
Bible room and the Hausa class 
to the other classroom. By this 
time some of the students were 
really feeling confused. The new 
student with only three classes 
had been moved several times. 
He is from Korea and so is still 
learning English. I am sure he 
didn't know whether he was 
coming or going. 

Problem number 5 came up 
after lunch when we found that 
a study hall was scheduled to be 
in the library with another 
teacher. Usually we do not have 
study halls in the library at all 


and if we have them I take them 
as the teacher. As it turned out, 
the other teacher, Mr. Beacham, 
had the study hall the period 
before and I was scheduled to 
have the one in the library. The 
next period brought us problem 
number 6. The music teacher 
is not back yet so the choir class 
was to have study halls until she 
returned. The choir room does 
not have any desks so the 16 or 
more students in the class had 
no place to study. The substi¬ 
tute teacher asked if she could 
bring the whole class to the li¬ 
brary so they would at least have 
tables to work on. There are a 
pretty good group of kids so it 
isn't a problem to have them 
there for the first week or so. 

Things were much better on 
Thursday and by Friday every¬ 
thing was going fairly smoothly. 
We were all ready for the week¬ 
end and a chance to rest and get 
ready for a full week of school.

Finals rodeo selection from 
1990-1994. 

In 1995, the Franklins 
decided to turn their prize 
selection into a saddle bronc 
horse and he was an instant 
success being named the No. 3 
World Saddle Bronc Horse and 
the Calgary Stampede 
champion. It was in 1996 when 
he gained the spotlight as a 
premiere bucking horse when he 
carried 2002 World Saddle 
Bronc Champion, Glen O'Neill, 
of Didsbury. to a remarkable 95 
point ride at the Daines Ranch 
Pro Rodeo. O'Neill shares the 
Canadian and World Record ride 
with the legendary Doug Void, 
who set the record in 1979 
aboard Franklin Rodeo’s 
Transport at the Meadow Lake 
Stampede. 

A former National High 
School Rodeo Association saddle 
bronc champion, Lance 
Mulvahill, of Progress, B.C. 
drew Skoal's Airwolf at the Olds 
Rodeo and lasted about four 
seconds on the back of the rank 
bronc before biting the infield 
dust. Before Mulvahill got 
comfortable on the seldom 
ridden horse, rodeo announcer, 
Keith Dunw'oodie, said, "There 
is no grey area in describing 
Airwolf, you either ride him or 
you don't, it's as simple as black 
and white." 

Because of a scheduling 
conflict, Skoal's Airwolf was not 
turned out at last year's rodeo 
so for many fans Sunday was 
the only time they watched him 
turn a rider inside out. 

According to Olds rodeo co- 
chairman, Eric Andrew, 


watching Skoal's Airwolf buck 
was worth the price of 
admission. 

"He's (Skoal's Airwolf) 
probably the best bucking horse 
in Canada today," Andrew said. 

"For the fans at the rodeo 
today, it was a treat for them to 
see Airwolf buck," he noted. 

"It's a shame Shane has to 
retire him but a horse can only 
buck for so long," he added. 

However, Andrew is 
confident, the Franklin Rodeo 
Company will replace Skoal's 
Airwolf with another top 
bucking horse. 

"The Franklins have always 
bred excellent stock and they 
have some up and coming horses 
like Little Wolf to replace 
Airwolf," Andrew explained 
indicating the Rodeo Committee 
has already reached an 
agreement with the Franklin 
Rodeo Company for next year. 

"By having the same stock 
contractor, the rodeo gains some 
credit as one of the best on the 
Canadian circuit," he said. 

With over 300 contestants at 
this year's rodeo, the prize 
money was increased and should 
place Olds within the top fifteen 
rodeos on the Canadian circuit. 

Besides the excellent stock, 
the Olds rodeo is in an excellent 
position to attract the best 
Canadian contestants vying for 
a berth into the Canadian 


Finals Rodeo or trying to 
improve their position in the 
Canadian standings. 

After Olds, Cranbrook and 
Dawson Creek, all rodeos held 
this past weekend, only eight 
rodeos remain until the end of 
the current season. 

"We've proven to be one of 
the most popular rodeos on the 
tour," Andrew noted. 

"The cowboys like to come 
here because we treat them good 
and they know we'll have the best 
stock available in Canada," he 
concluded. 

When the dust had finally 
settled in the infield. Cole 
Collins, a member of the British 
Columbia High School Rodeo 
Association, received a passport 
to the rodeo office as he marked 
an 88 aboard Franklin Rodeo's 
Passport to claim the bull riding 
event. 

Calgarian, Riley Harvie, was 
the top saddle bronc rider with 
an 80 point ride on J.P Roan and 
Jason Delguercio, of 
Strathmore, spurred out an 84 
on Dippin Little Wolf to take the 
bareback riding event. 

Despite being the first tie¬ 
down roper in the slack 
performance on Friday 
morning. Dean Edge, of Rimbey, 
set the margin flanking his calf 
in eight seconds fiat to win the 
event.
